Then you 
may let them enjoy themselves in the

CARE OF YOUNG PIGS. 


The Importance of Treating- Them "Well 


During tlie First Month of Theii Uf«>. 
The future of the Jittle pigs, tlic' 


vigor and general vaine depend much 
on the care they and their mother re- 
ceive during the first few weeks of 
their life 
If they have been well cared 


for and properly fed at t\vo months old 
they should be woaned. If there is a 
pasture at hand, turn the pigs into it 
and in addition feed them warm or 
cold slop ot brand or shorts. 


Pig& require no corn until they are 


fully developed, aud there is no econo- 
my in feeding it to them. Pigs from 
two to six months old need more mus- 
cle-forming and bone-forming than fat- 
tening foods As clover is rich in these, 
a pasture is very desirable. 
The best 


kind of pasture for pigs is one of blue 


as and clover mixed 
It treated in 


Lhis manner, at six months old they 
should be in a "\ cry good condition to 
receive a corn diet, mid bo "fattened" 
for market. 


After a certain period the more corn 


a hog receives the more his constitu- 
tion is impaired, and it ought to be the 
aim ot every feeder to delay this feed- 
ing until the last moment, so that be- 
fore tbe time it begins to deteriorate 
him he will be ready for market. 


Root, such as beets, potatoes, car- 


rots, mangels, etc., 
should be fed 


in moderation, and a little salt and sul- 
phur, mixed with wood, coal or cob- 
ashes, makes a very desirable occa- 
sional addition to the diet 


Figures show conclusively that an 


acre of clover will produce more pork 
than an acre of corn, estimating the 
yield of the latter at fifty bushels. It 
is estimated that an acre produces 
10,000 pounds of clover and that 15 
pounds of clover produces one pound 
of pork, in other words, about 675 
pounds of pork may be produced from 
one acre of clover. If a bushel of corn 
will make 12 pounds of pork, there will 
be but 800 pounds as the product of an 
acre. 


Iu the corn-growing States corn is 


the best and cheapest food for hogs; as 
with it well-developed, full-grown hogs 
will lay on fat very rapidly, but even 
when plentiful and cheap its exclusive 
use is unwise. When feeding corn 
regularly give also roots, potatoes, 
apples, pumpkins and other vegetables, 
stewed or boiled 


Eegularity in feeding and watering 


should always be considered important, 
and the amount of feed given to each 
animal, or pen of animals, should not 
vary much. 


The cost of production should be 


duly considered. Weaned pigs at two 
months old and averaging forty pounds 
are usually worth about §2. Fed for 
six months in a pasture, receiving also 
peas, bran, shorts, etc., they should 
weigh 200 pounds when taken out and 
placed in the fattening pen. The cost 
of this increase of 160 pounds would be 
about $5. Four months of fattening on 
corn, roots, etc , should bring the 
weight to upwards of 300 pounds, at an 
additional cost of about $3; making 
hog a year old cost $10. —From K. S. 
Martin's "Hog-Sais%ng and Pork-Mak- 
ing.'"

Packer, the man-eater, was found guilty 
of manslaughter Wednesday night, and 
wiis yesterday sentenced to forty years' 
Imprisonment, or eight years for each one 
of the men he is convicted of having 
killed. The victims were his companions 
bu a prospecting exuedltion from Bing- 
ham, Utah, to the San Juau County 
mines. The party underwent great hard- 
ships, and finally Packer killed his com- 
panions aud lived on their flesh fourteen 
days. 


CHICAGO, Ang. 5.—Despite the threat-

He tes- 
tified that he was at Zcpf's hall when the 
bomb exploded, and says he saw Parsons 
there five minutes before the bomb ex- 
ploded, and said he saw Parsons, Mrs. 
Parsons and Mrs. Holmes there at the 
time the bomb exploded. 


On the cross-examination it was shown 


that the witness had letters addressed to 
the care of Julius Schwab in New York, 
and that he was rooming with Balthasar 
Rau, the anarchist, at the time of the 
riot, and before that he lived with 
Schwab, one of the' defendants. 
When 


fce left Russia in 1882 his bedroom wag 
searched by the police. Since his stay 
here he had contributed money to tlie 
Alarm. Witness said he was not a Nihil- 
ist, or the agent for any society in Russia; 
he was working for the Moscow Gazette. 


The prosecution here offered in evi- 


dence a letter written by witness to 
Spies. The letter Is iu substance an in- 
quiry as to whether or not Spies could 
use certain articles written by Mutkofl. 
It goes on to say: 
"I have just com- 


pleted an article treating on the secret 
revolutionary societies of Russia, 
I urn 


a proletariat in the fullest sense of the 
word. 
Address yonr letter to J. U 


Schwab, 50 First street, New York." 
Witness said he did not use the term 
"proletariat" in the sense in which So- 
cialists always employ the term, but he 
understood It to mean a man without any 
means of support. 


W. A. Patterson, a Socialist and mem- 


ber of tlie International Workingmen's 
organization, testified that he was at the 
Arbeiter Zeitung office May 4, about 1 or 
8 p. m. 
Schwao, Parsons, Eielden and 


others were there. Rau came In and said 
speakers were wanted at the Haymarket. 
Witness was asked: 


"Did you that evening, or that after- 


noon, or a«iy day or at any time ever hear 
the word 'i-iine' menlioned, with an ex- 
planation of its meaning?" 


"I never did." 
Patterson said a message came 
from 


Peering and asked to have a speaker 
sent there that niglit and that It was ar- 
ranged then to have Schwab attend the 
meeting. This was offered to verify the 
testi mony given yesterday that Schwab 
addressed a gathering there the night of 
the Haymarket massacre. 


John Holloway, an Englishman, said 


he was close to the wagon during all tlie 
sptakiug and denied that Fielden made 
HHC of the expression: "Here come the 
blood-hounds," referring to the police, 
nnil said lie could not have been mis- 
taken. Wheu asked to point out Spies, 
I'aisoas and Fielden, he pointed out 
Schwab, Field™ and Paisons, iu their 
order, and having done tills on the cross- 
examination, was excused.

The two witnesses examined this aft- 


ernoon, whose testimony has the most 
bearing on the case, were Henry Spies, 
brother of the defendant of that name, 
and William Snyder. The latter said 
that he was twenty-five years old, and a 
Socialist. 


"Where have you been for the past two 


months or so?" asked Captain Black. 


"In the county jail." 
"Under Indictment for conspiracy in 


connection with the Haymarket riot?" 
i "Yes, sir." 


Witness then related how he acted as 


chairman at a meeting held at the office 
of the Arbeiter Zeituity early iu the even- 
ing of May 4. The meeting, he said, 
was for the purpose ol aiding Mrs. Par- 
sons' movement to assist the sewing- 
girls. 


The defense desired to show by this 


testimony that tho meeting at the Ar- 
better Zcitmig office had no relation to 
subsequent events at the Haymarket. 


Witness then testified that he went to 


the Haymarket meeting aud got into the 
wagon occupied by the speakers. He 
was there when the police came up aud 
the bomb exploded. The only important 
points in his testimony were his state- 
ments that Spies did not leave the speak- 
er's wagon during the meeting, and that 
Fielden did not fire at the police. 


In his cross-examination of witness 


Mr. Grinnell asked if the American group, 
of which he had testified he was a mem- 
ber, ever met for the purpose of going 
through military evolutions and learuing 
the use of arms. 


Witness replied that his gronp had 


met several times for the purpose of drill- 
ing, "so as to be able to proseut a good 
appearance while going to picnics." 


The group had no arms in Us posses- 


sion, however, and had never met for the 
purpose of learning their use. 


Before leaving the court-room the wit- 


ness shook bunds warmly with each oi 
the defendants.

language throughout indicated that be 
firmly believed himself to be a martyr to 
a most righteous cause. 


"Henry Spies, you may take tlie stand, 


said Captain Black. 


Henry Spies is a brother to Spies, the 


accused, and the announcement that he 
was to take the stand caused quite a flut- 
ter iu tiie court-room. There was noth- 
hi^; sensational In his testimony, how 


'ew, except his statement made under: 


with that tie story he told the officers 
who were sent to arrest him, and told 
the State's attorney Jafterward, was a 
fabrication from 
beginning to end. 


Questioned by Captain Black, the wit- 
ness said he attended the Haymarket 
meeting with his brother August; that 
August and himself, finding that Parsons 
had not arrived, went as far as Union 
street in search of him; that they re- 
turned shortly to the speakers' wagon, 
and Spies opened the meeting. 
"Did you see Schwab at the meeting?" 
Witness answered in effect ta.at though 


he was at the meeting from beginning to 
end, and all this time in sight of his 
brother, he did not once see Schwab. 


This contradicted the statement ol 


Thompson, a witness for the State, who 
said Spies and Schwab previous to speak- 
ing walked together from the wagon to 
Union street and back. 


The witness then related now he stood 


beside the wagon during the speaking; 
how, when the bomb exploded, he helped 
his brother alight from the wagon, and 
how he struck down a revolver aimed at 
his brother, receiviug the ball In his own 
body. He became separated front his 
brother and went home to have his wound 
dressed. 


"Did your brother say any thing when 


the bomb exploded?" 


"Yes, sir; he said he thought It was a 


Gatllng gun." 


"Did Spies leave the wagon at any time 


during the meeting and go toward the al- 
ley?" 


"No; he remained In the wagon." 
This contradicts the testimony of Gil- 


mer, who said he saw Spies light the fuse 
of the bomb In the alley. 


"Did you not tell the police who went 


to arrest you.and found you sick in bed 
from the effects of your wound, and tell 
me later on that you were not at the Hay- 
market meeting at all, but were in a sa- 
loon near Zepf's Hall, and was coming to 
the door when shot?" 


"Yes; that is what I said." 
"Weil, did you lie then or now?" 
"I lied then; now I am under oath and 


tell the truth." 


Witness explained that two of his 


brothers being already under arrest, and 
he having heard of their treatment by the 
officers, thought it best to lie then and 
retain his liberty if possible. 


August Krueger, who said he was or- 


derly sergeant and corresponding secre- 
tary for the Lchr and Wehr Verein, was 
also discovered to have lied in his first 
statements to the officers. 
His testi- 


mony was not valuable. 


John F. Waldo, a. confessed Anarchist, 


testified that the police fired two or three 
shots before the bomb exploded, and the 
court adjourned.

Last evening between 5 and 6 o'clock 


lucky Decatur had another sample of a 
severe electrical storm, resembling in 
some respects the terrors of a dreaded 
oyolone. The temperature during the 
day »aa lather cool for this seuson of the 
year, and though them were gathering 
clouds in the northwest ncnrly all day, 
no one expeoted » hmrieime such HB 
swooped down ufou mid across our city 
jnst as most people Wiro prpp'iring to 
giitht'r about, lha tupper taHe=. 


TBE STORM 


blew up fiom the notthwest quickly, the 
wind Handinp the dark clouds m banks 
over the oi*y. There was u >ollowish oast 
to the western and northern horizon de- 
noting the presence t>£ wmd. There was 
then no immediate prjqpeot of rain and 
those people who huii wutohed tlw clouds 
closely rather believed that the threat- 
ened danger was over, but m less than 
five minutes thereafter tho hurricane 
struck the city squarely from tbe west 
and raged with terrific fury for about 20 
minutes, the rain falling in torrents, ac- 
companied by heavy hail in spots and 
some lightning. The rain came down in 
sheets, so that one could not see across 
a street. The storm after striking the 
city veered around m a southeasterly di- 
rection and passed over the qentre of the 
town, doing more or less damage in its 
course as noted below. It was truly one 
of the most severe eleotrioal storma Deoa- 
tnr has ever experienced and all are 
thankful that tbe damage was so slight 
It was of short duration. Had it been 
shorter there would have been no general 
complaint. 


DAMAGE IN OUT AND COUNTRY. 


If there was a funnel-shaped demon of 


destruction in connection with the storm, 
the tail of at must hare stmak the city 
directly over the old square. In that vi- 
oimty f>re evidences of what a oyolone 
might do when let loose. The fury of 
wind, whilo the raiu came down in tor- 
rents, tore the south Ore wall and heavy 
wooden cornice oil the corner builJing 
oouupied by Cheap Charley's clothing 
stook, and the cornice and brick fell to 
the pavement below with ft great orwb, 
causing general alarm among the people 
on the opposite side o£ the street who 
witnessed the spectacle, Had any one 
been on the walk he would have been 
killed, but it was not a time for people to 
be out of doors. Tho wmd must have 
struck the wall from tho north and bore 
down upon it, The top of Peter Haley's 
candy stand was knocked oil, and the 
stairway leading to James Bellinger's 
barber phop was filled with brick and 
mortar. The tin roof was nol disturbed 
and consequently there was no damage 
by water. Pieces of plonk were blown 
across the street an! broke two large 
window panes in the front of Geo, S. 
Durfes & Bro's store. The south half of 
the Cheap Charley building is owned by 
Mrs. J. M. Clokey, whose damage is 
placed at 8200. A great crowd collected 
on the corner after the storm to view the 
wreck, 


The same twister also put the electric 


light tower on the square to B severe test, 
breaking rcne of the braces and bending 
the tower slightly tit the fifth section 
from the bottom. The tower is made of 
wrought iron. How tbejwind could bend 
it is rather strange, but then havoc done 
by a hurricane is always mysterious, 
Some of the globes at the top, 125 feet 
high, were Displaced but 
not broken. I 


The towers will hold their own io the I 
severest storm. 


GBNEBAL NOIBS. 


There was a picnio party from the F. 


M. Cox anu Guy Lewis neighborhoods at 
Oakland Park, and there were lots ot la- 
dies caught in the storm. They took 
refuge in the Wood Bios, covered stand. 
The wmd came up, blew all the tables 
and chairs off the exposed floor, dashing 
them away at one swoop, and tken came 
tbe rain in torrents. The boats on the 
water danced u jig without music, the 
tent-oovering for tue horse swing was 
blown away, aud trots were bent over 
and stripped ot their weak branches. 


D. A. Maffit suffered considerably by 


the storm. All of tbe ohimueys on his 
house were blown off and the raiu beat 
through the weather-boarding aud plas- 
ter, damaging the carpets to BUOU an ex- 
tent that all will buve to be taken up 
Mnny of the fences were wrecked, and a 
large stack of olover hay was souttered, 
milking a wreck oC the lot. On the way 
iqme on the hill one of Mr. Mfiilit's heavy 
OB wagons was blown over by the wind 
and the man in charge slightly hurt.

There was no rain of consequence west ot 
Deoatur further than twelve miles; but 
little at Niantic. 


At the base ball park about one hun- 


dred feet of the 12-foot fence on the west 
side was blown over, also two sections of 
the fence on the south side. The breaks 
will be repaired at once in time for the 
Sulhvan-Aroola game on the 12th. 


Innumerable English sparrows were 


literally drowned by the flood. Alter the 
storm the grass in the park was covered 
with the buds. Some tx>ys made a bon- 
fire of leaves near the fountain to revive 
the birds.
